Couple rides to raise 
$$ for cancer research 


In one weekend this summer, 
an Andover couple raised more 
than $10,000 for the Jimmy 
Fund, through friends from 
Andover and beyond.

because the company has not put it in 
writing. She also notes that it offered 
to move the tower only if Andover resi- 
dents agree to never sue and allow a 
two-story warehouse to built in the 
area. 

“It's a tower that should not be 
there,” she says. “We’re trying to get 
the tower taken down.” 

Scarborough says that Andover 
should pay residents’ court expenses 
toward that end, because Andover 
planning officials knew about the 
tower but did not inform them. But 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski and 
planner Steve Colyer say it was up to 
Lawrence officials to contact the 
Andover residents, because the tower 
was in their city. 

Nevertheless, at least some select- 
men feet the town should have done 
more to help the residents affected by 
this tower. 

“From the first moment I saw this in 
the paper I thought that the town and 
your neighborhood had been done 
wrong,” said Selectman John Hess. 
“Once this was in the press and we 
knew about it, we should have been 
more vigorous (in contacting 
Lawrence.)” 

Hess recommended that Andover 
develop a system for tracking develop- 
ments that are going on in other towns. 
But Stapczynski says he spoke with 
Lawrence Mayor Patricia Dowling 
back in April about the issue, and fol- 
lowed up with a letter she never 
answered.

If Michael Tougias’ suit looks a 
bit out of date, it’s only because he 
doesn’t need a new one.

Former Andover resident 


exonerated in dog 


By Neil Fater 

A jury took less than 30 minutes Monday to 
declare former Andover resident Jan New- 
house “not guilty” of killing his now-former 
girlfriend’s dog. 

Newhouse was charged with killing 
Mighty, his girlfriend’s dachshund, after it 
was found in a marsh near the woman’s New- 
bury home. An autopsy showed someone had 
skinned the dog and severed one of its legs, 
well after it had been killed by blows that 
could have been caused by someone kicking it. 

During the three-day trial, the prosecutor, 
Assistant District Attorney Rachel Hickey 
argued that Newhouse had killed the dog out 
of jealousy. She claimed he hoped the dog’s 
disappearance would make his girlfriend pay 
more attention to him. 

In a post-trial interview, Hickey also said 
that after girlfriend Deborah York said she 
needed to find the animal’s body to have clo- 
sure, Newhouse led York to the dog’s body. 
Newhouse claimed he had dreamed that the 
dog might be found in the marsh, and that is 
why he took York there. 

Newhouse’s attorney argued there was no 
hard evidence his client was involved with the 
dog’s demise. A jury obviously agreed, as Dis- 
trict Attorney Kevin Burke’s spokesman Steve 
O’Connell says they quickly returned a “not 
guilty” verdict. 

“It was a circumstantial case, and even 
though I thought (Newhouse) was discredit- 
ed,” says Hickey, “it obviously was not 
enough.” 

While a jury did not convict Newhouse, 
Hickey says York said during the trial that she 
believes Newhouse was involved with killing 
her dog and causing the injuries to it. 

Hickey says a few years ago, York lost her 
husband to a brain tumor and also had her 
two dogs die during the same year. 

“She had gone through such an incredible

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loss, g was reluctant to 

again,” says Hickey. But after some time “she 
opened herself to Mighty.” She also began a 
relationship with Newhouse. 

Hickey says Newhouse asked York to 
marry him on more than one occasion, and 
York said she was not willing to do so. But 
when Newhouse’s lease ran out, he moved in 
with York on a temporary basis. 

Hickey’s theory is that Newhouse was jeal- 
ous of the dog, and she says he did say during 
the trial that he hoped the attention York paid 
the dog would “slough off on him.” 

She says her theory is that Newhouse, trou- 
bled by problems with his family and at work, 
took out his frustrations on the dog one Febru- 
ary day. “He was sick of it at that point and 
kicked the dog to death in a fit of fury,” she 
says. 

Her theory continues that days later he 
skinned and mutilated the dog to make it look 
as if it had been attacked by an owl. He did this 
because York had suggested that an owl attack 
might have been why Mighty disappeared, she 
says. 

A pathologist’s report on Mighty says the 
dog died from blows from a blunt object “con- 
sistent with repeated kicks,” says Hickey. The 
other injuries were inflicted well after the dog 
was dead, according to the report. 

Hickey says York felt Newhouse had inap- 
propriately disciplined the dog in the past. “He 
had kicked the dog before,” says Hickey. 

Hickey also expresses suspicions about the 
fact that Newhouse was able to lead York to 
the dog’s body. She says Newhouse knew York 
was fascinated the power of dreams, because 
they had often talked about their own dreams 
and what they meant. Hickey says Newhouse 
told York “the spirit of the dog was calling 
him” in a dream. He then went into a marsh 
near York’s house with her and they found the 
dog’s body. 

“Out of miles and miles of marshland and 
conservation land, he leads her to the dog’s 
(remains),” says Hickey, in disbelief. 

But the state of the animal made York 
believe a human, rather than a bird, had killed 
Mighty, says Hickey.

Vernal pool designation continues Kutz estate hearing

Conservation Commission 
members continued @ public hear- 
ing on a plan for five new homes 
on portions of the estate of the late 
Celia Kutz, between Lupine Road 
and Central Street after a wetland 
area on the property was officially 
designated as a vernal pool this 
week. 

According to the Department of 
Fisheries and Wildlife, a vernal 
pool is a temporary body of fresh 
water that provides a critical habi- 
tat for many vertebrate and inver- 
tebrate wildlife species. 

The recent vernal pool declara- 
tion won't affect the building plan 
much, says engineer Steven Erik- 
sen, designer of the project for the 
trustees of the six-acre estate. 

Eriksen withdrew from the 
ConsCom Tuesday a request for 
determination on lots 2,3, 4 and 5 
on Lupine Road, and filed a new 
Notice of Intent for all four lots, to 
address the effect of the vernal 
pool certification. 

He expects the new plan to look 
just like the old one, with minor 
changes in the layout to accommo- 
date the pool, which is protected 
under state law. 

Eriksen says he would need 
about a month to make the 
changes. 

More than a dozen residents 
turned out for the hearing, but 
said little, since the discussion 
was continued to Oct. 6. 


Residents said after the meeting 
that they were concerned the area 
would flood in storms if it were 
built on, and they would rather see 
it bought by AVIS (Andover Vil- 
lage Improvement Society). 

While AVIS is interested in the 
property, the group is out of 
money, and the estate would cost 
them at least $375,000. 

Cathy Henderson, a Lupine 
Road resident who lives next to 
the Kutz property, says she would 
like to see the land go to conserva- 
tion, and be connected to the adja- 
cent Purdon reservation. She’s 
also concerned that taking trees 
off the property and adding septic 
tanks will create more water. 

Resident Richard Eldred also 
thinks excess water would be a 
problem if the land is developed, 
and is hoping AVIS will get a large 
financial windfall in the near 
future. 

“We'll have a bake sale,” 
said after the meeting. ’ 

Conservation Commission 
Chairman Robert Pustell told resi- 
dents to bring their concerns to 
the next hearing, but reminded 
them that the ConsCom has little 
authority to solve hydrological 
problems. 

“We're the wrong board, if 
you're trying to solve water in the 
basement,” he says. 

The type of plan being used for 
the Kutz estate development 
would not be subject to Planning 
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Board approval says Planning Director Steve While they are often filled with spring rains 


Colyer. and snow melt (“vernal” means spring), and 
Vernal pools can be a few yards or acres dry up in summer, many are filled in autumn 
wide. and persist in winter. 


“They come in all shapes and sizes,” says 
Matthew Burne, environmental review assis- 
tant at DFW.

We've had more than enough sex, lies and hypocrisy 


President Clinton should resign, not just for 
what he has done, although that itself is enough, 
but also for how he has done it, and the messages 
he has sent to us through this tawdry year. 

To start, he and his advocates have, with signifi- 
cant success, convinced far too many people to 
believe the kind of logic that used to be reserved 
for Alice in Wonderland. 

Instead of responding truthfully to allegations, 
which is what we’re all taught to do whether at 
home, school, the workplace or in the courts, he has 
accused and demonized the accuser — an accuser, 
by the way, who was appointed by his own Attor- 
ney General, whose investigation into the Monica 
Lewinsky matter was authorized by that same AG, 
and who he could have fired at any time. 

Ken Starr was on a private vendetta? He was 
the leader of a “vast right-wing conspiracy”?

If that were all true, 
why didn’t the president just dismiss him for good 
cause? 

Even now, while he bites his lip and apologizes, 
his attorneys continue to deny, and to attack Starr, 
all while continuing to avoid the real issue: Who is 
telling the truth? 

Rest assured, if Clinton succeeds with this tac- 
tic, the message will not be lost on millions of 
Americans facing accusations of any type. 

Second is the president’s declaration that he 
was taking “full responsibility” for this situation. 
What does that mean? Apparently, to the presi- 


dent, it means first a grudging expression of 
regret, then finally a poll-driven series of more 
abject apologies.

Forest history includes 
soapstone quarry 


By Barbara Buls 

In the first two articles on 
Harold Parker State Forest, agri- 
cultural and forest history of the 
area were discussed. 

As I delve deeper into the ecolog- 
ical and historical components of 
this forest, items of unique interest 
surface which warrant further 
attention. 

One of these is the Blue Soap- 
stone Quarry just off Jenkins Road 
in Andover. East of the Skug River, 
a massive outcrop of stone marks 
the site of the quarry. Stone was 
quarried from this location begin- 
ning in 1834, when a contract was 
drawn up among William Jenkins, 
owner of the land; Addison Flint, 
yeoman; and Mitchell Flannelly, 
stone cutter, to work and sell the 
stone. 

Blue Soapstone was quarried for 
a variety of uses, including build- 
ings on Summer Street in Boston, 
monuments in Mt. Auburn Ceme- 
tery, the burying ground in West 
Parish and William Jenkins’ grave 
in Spring Grove Cemetery in 
Andover. 

Soapstone is the softest of all 
building stones, and can be cut eas- 
ily without damaging an edge tool. 
The stone was cut with a star drill, 
hammers and wedges. Initially, the 
star drill was used to make holes in 
a line, then wedges were inserted to 


split the stone. Many examples of 
cuts like this can be seen at the site 
of the quarry. 

The stone was then polished 
into a certain shape, depending on 
the final use of the stone. There is 
one large, polished stone in the for- 
est at the quarry site that may have 
been planned for a building front, 
complete with rain gutters. 
Although the quarry was quite 
profitable, the treasurer of the com- 
pany absconded (sometime in the 
1840s), and was never heard from 
again. Work at the quarry was dis- 
continued due to lack of funds for 
the costly operation and never 
resumed. 

A sawmill also stood at the site, 
and the spill pools designed to hold 
the water wheel are still in exis- 
tence on the Skug River. This mill 
may have been used in part for the 
stone quarry and certainly wood 
was milled there. The foundation of 
the mill is well built, and has stood 
for many years, since the mill 
burned completely in the forest fire 
of 1895. If you should like to see this 
site, contact Barbara Buls, inter- 
preter at Harold Parker State For- 
est in North Andover at 686-3391.

The Sanborn School spiffed up 
this September with two new modu- 
lar classrooms, a bird garden and a 
butterfly garden, benches arranged 
outdoors for seminar space and a 
brand new playground built by vol- 
unteer hands to complete a plan for 
play space. 

The projects were completed 
despite reports that there was a 
shortage of volunteers to fill slots 
on the School Improvement Council 
early last year — a body that is 
required under the state’s Educa- 
tion Reform Act. 

While many parents who spoke 
with the Townsman asked not to be 
identified, some of them say a per- 
sonality conflict with Principal Dr. 
Jade Reitman led to a lack of leader- 
ship among school volunteers. Oth- 
ers say some parents simply didn’t 
understand their duties. 

Reitman acknowledges that she 
had difficulty filling School Council 
positions then, but says there is no 
lack of volunteerism now. 

School administrators and volun- 
teers say things are running 
smoothly this year, and that PTO 
and School Council heads are work-

ing well together. 

Lori Korte, head of the Sanborn 
School PTO, says about 180 families 
joined this year, bringing the total 
up to about 280. 

“There is no lacking in members 
or participation,” she says. 

Sue Skinner, a Sanborn parent 
and co-chair of the School Improve- 
ment Council for the past two 
years, says any lack of participa- 
tion in the past didn’t affect the 
functioning of the School Council. 

Tina Girdwood, School Commit- 
tee member and past chairman, 
says the School Committee réceived 
annual School Improvement 
reports from Sanborn, and all other 
schools as scheduled. 

While the role of the School 
Improvement Council differs from 
the role of the PTO, both are impor- 
tant, says Patrice Minton, head of 
the Town-wide PTO. They also need 
to communicate regularly, she says. 

The formation and duties of the 
school councils are governed by the 
Education Reform Act. Every 
school must have such a council, 
according to state law. © 

The council is co-chaired by the 
school principal and another school

must include 


member. 
council members 
teachers, parents, students and 
community members. They are 
elected by the members of the PTO. 

The council’s responsibilities, as 
outlined under Ed Reform, include 
assisting the principal in adopting 
educational goals, identifying edu- 
cational needs, reviewing’ the 
school’s budget and creating a 
school improvement plan. 

PTO (parent teacher organiza- 
tion) or PAC (parent advisory coun- 
cil) membership is open to anyone, 
says Minton, 

Andover PTOs rally volunteers, 
raise the money for school pro- 
grams like the WE ROCK reading 
program at West Elementary, for 
capital projects like the new sign 
for Sanborn School, and for other 
projects like stone benches for out- 
door meetings or classes. 

For example, PTO members raise 
about $20,000 a year for West Ele- 
mentary School, Andover’s largest, 
Minton says. 

“PTO’s raise an extraordinary 
amount of money, and it all goes 
right back to the kids,” Minton 
says.

Space Needs 
Task Force told 
to “get going”

Since the schools Space Needs Task Force 
held an open forum last week, Town wide 
PTO director Patrice Minton says she’s been 
hearing one thing from parents: “Let’s get 
going.” 

“We need to do this and do it soon,” she 
says of the effort to solve the classroom 
crunch in Andover Schools. 

The task force, including members of the 
School Committee, Board of Selectmen and 
Finance Committee, presented eight options 
they are considering to solve the need for 
classroom space in Andover. 

School Committee Chairman Eric Nad- 
worny says the group will meet this week to 
review public comment from the forum. 

“The more public input we get the better,” 
says Nadworny. 

The group was scheduled to meet after 
Townsman press time Wednesday at 7 p.m. 
in the School Committee room of the School 
Administration Building. 

Meanwhile, a recording of last week’s 
meeting has been broadcast on local cable 
channels three times a day. 

According to School Committee member 
Tina Girdwood, nearly 100 people attended. 
Minton says she had hoped more residents 
would attend. 

“The committee alone isn’t going to get 
this done. We need a grassroots movement. 
It’s up to the community to get behind one 
choice,” Minton says. 

The task force outlined the pros and cons 
of the eight options, but provided no cost 
estimates for any one project. All of the 
options listed included building a new 
school. 

None of the options considered has been 
chosen or eliminated, Nadworny says. At 
their meeting Wednesday, he hoped to either 
narrow down the list or determine if they 
need any more information from the public. 

“We need to do this sooner rather than 
later. Elementary enrollments (this year) are 
up from projections. The future is now,” he 
says. 

Nadworny says the task force has not yet 
decided if they want to present an option for 
a potential Fall Town Meeting ballot, but res- 
idents encouraged the group to act now. 

Minton says students are feeling 
effects of lack of space this year. 

The eight options are listed on the School 
Committee web page, at www.andoverpublic- 
schools.com. 

Residents told task force members they 
were concerned about grade configuration, 
location and size of a new building, the

Grade configuration 

Bach says residents feelings 
on changing the grade configu- 
ration from K-5, 6-8 to K-4, 5-8 
seem to be evenly split, but few 
residents seemed to be in the 
middle on the issue. 

One resident criticized sup- 
porters of the current 6-8 config- 
uration for “demonizing sixth-, 
seventh- and eighth-graders,” 
noting that they are the same 
students who many _ parents 
hire as babysitters. 


Cost 

While no price tags were 
attached to the options present- 
ed, when asked, Nadworny says 
the least expensive option 
would be the one that builds for 
the smallest amount of stu- 
dents, since the state reimburs- 
es school districts per square 
foot per student. 

Bach says she was impressed 


with the task force’s thorough 
research. 
Resident John Hart, a Co- 


founder of CUBA (Citizens Unit- 
ed for a Better Andover), a 
group that opposed the School 
Committee’s original plan _ to 
build a new middle school, says 
he was pleased with the process 
so far, but could not attend last 
week’s forum. 

“This was a much more open 
forum, more rational and less 
defensive,” he says, comparing 
this year’s effort to deal with 
space needs to last year’s effort 
to pass a middle school con- 
struction project. 

Hart credits Nadworny’s 
leadership of the School Com- 
mittee and task force with 
bringing the two sides together. 

“They’ve turned a lot of us 
(CUBA members) around, just 
by listening,” he says.

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Hepatitis B immunization program to include Andover High seniors 


The Andover Public Health and school health departments will expand its hepatitis B immu- 
nization program to include high school seniors this year. The school-based clinic program 
immunized more than 200 sixth-graders last year. 

“Hepatitis B is a dangerous and potentially deadly disease which can be prevented,” said 
Andover Health Director Everett Penney. Each year more than 200,000 cases, mostly in adoles- 
cents, occur in the U.S., and a safe and effective vaccine can significantly reduce the incidence of 
the disease, according to public health experts. 

Penney said, “Hepatitis B is 200 times more contagious than HIV, and we can do something 
about it.” 

The vaccination has been mandatory for kindergarten entrance since September 1996, but the 
state is offering free vaccinations to all sixth-graders and high-school seniors to catch up on those 
who were not immunized as preschoolers. According to Barbara Whiteside, health services coor- 
dinator for Andover Public Schools, this prevention program requires three shots over a period 
of four to five months. “Parents are strongly encouraged to take advantage of this opportunity 
and to immunize their children against this deadly disease,” she said. 

There will be no charge for the vaccine administered at the school, and information and per- 
mission slips were sent to all parents of sixth-graders and high-school seniors. 

Medical questions regarding shots should be directed to the student’s personal physician. Per- 
mission forms and the school vaccine administration schedule are available from the student’s 
school nurse.

will win in November.” 

While Tucker sounds as though she 
may be taking her opponent somewhat 
lightly, Anderson says that he was hop- 
ing to face Tucker because he believes 
he will beat her. 

“That’s who I wanted. She doesn’t 
match up with Tewksbury and Dracut. 
We're blue-collar and she’s _tax-and- 
spend,” he says. “I think (the voters) 
made that mandate to her when Gary 
Coon beat her (in a previous state repre- 
sentative race).” 

Anderson paints the coming battle as 
“a local guy versus a political oppor- 
tunist.” 

“It becomes an issue of the past and 
the future. She had served her time long 
ago, and has been on the sidelines the 
last few years,” he says, while he has 
been working as a Tewksbury select- 
man and school committee member. 

Tucker says she believes what makes 
her a good candidate is that she has 
experience in education, and with hold- 


ing a state elected office. She 
mentions her experience as a 
former teacher, vice chair- 
woman of the education com- 
mittee and her authorship of a book on 
education reform as strengths. 

Tucker says she had to run a “double 
campaign” in the primary, because she 
had to tell voters both “Who is Sue 
Tucker?” and “How do I vote for her?” 

“I’m very gratified that the people | 
had represented remembered that I was 
a straight shooter, and trustworthy,” 
she says. “I congratulate the other can- 
didates in the race. They ran a good 
campaign.” 

Across the district that includes 
Andover, Lawrence, Dracut and Tewks- 
bury, Tucker came away with 3,381 
votes, according to information com- 
piled by town and city clerks. 

Former John O’Brien aide Fred 
Simon was second with 2,217 votes, and 
he convincingly won Dracut. David 
O’Brien who collected the most Tewks- 
bury votes came in third with 1,807 total 
votes, while Andover’s John “Jack” 
Wilson, another former O’Brien aide, 
garnered 1,486 write-in votes. Mary 
Kate Small of Lawrence, who did not

run an active campaign, received 29 


votes.

Randy Hanson, perhaps because 
of a hotly contested Democratic 
primary race for state senator, 
taken by former Andover state 
rep. Susan Tucker (see story, 
page 1). 

On the Republican side, Cel- 
lucci’s primary rival Joseph Mal- 
one trailed just about as badly as 
McGovern, as the incumbent 
cruised to a 58-42 percent victory. 

McGovern, a former state sen- 
ator and former chairman of the 
Senate Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, had run hard at Harshbarg- 
er, criticizing him for everything 
from “batting zero against Big 
Tobacco” to being “all rhetoric 
on the environment” to “aban- 
don(ing) the state’s seniors.” 

But she was unable to shake 
the attorney general’s lead, per- 
haps partially because he had a 
substantial lead in organization 
and campaign funds before she 
even got into the race last fall. 

Still, in spite of the disappoint- 
ment, McGovern said Wednes- 
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day she was 
“delighted” 
with the sup- 
port she got, 
and “gratified” at the response 
she had received from voters. 

“You always wish you had 
done some things differently,” 
she said. “Certainly I wish I had 
started earlier and raised more 
money, but this was my first run 
for statewide office, and you 
make mistakes, learn from them 
and move on.” 

She says she believes that 
while Harshbarger will be the 
name on the ballot, it was her 
issues that drove the primary 
campaign. “I was the one who 
started talking about early child- 
hood _ education, retraining 
workers, health care for fami- 
lies, and now everybody is talk- 
ing about those issues,” she said. 

She said she will “absolutely” 
support Harshbarger in the 
final, but would not consider a 
position in his cabinet. And 
regarding questions about serv- 
ing on state boards, such as the 
Board of Education, since she 
has called for dismissing its 
entire membership — especially

Making Strides 
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Selectmen split on senior center 


By Neil Fater 

Seniors will negotiate a lease to poten- 
tially use Phillips Academy’s Williams 
Hall for their new senior center, but it 
appears, no matter what kind of lease is 
negotiated, two selectmen will be against 
the idea. 

On a 3-2 vote, selectmen supported 
allowing the town to draft requests for pro- 
posals for any site they want to use for a 
senior center. This will allow the town 


manager to enter into serious negotiations 


with Phillips regarding what kind of lease 
the school is offering. 

But Selectman Lori Becker and Bill 
Downs indicated to seniors Monday that 
they won’t support leasing a site, because 
the town already owns land where people 
can build a center. 

The only town-owned property consid- 
ered for a senior center is land near the 
West Andover fire station, near where 
selectmen have also discussed creating 
playing fields and a youth center. 

Renovating Williams Hall, building on 
the West Andover site or buying land at 
the corner of Stevens and North Main 
streets and creating a center there are the 
three options currently under considera- 
tion. 
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“I have a big problem with this lease 
agreement,” said Becker, of using the 
Williams Hall site. “I cannot see entering 
into a lease agreement when we have town- 
owned land.” 

“If (seniors) had chosen to go with the 
West station (site), you could probably be 
working on it right now,” said Downs. 

Despite the comments from selectmen, 
seniors argued that they should negotiate 
a lease to explore all their options. Seniors 
say the negotiations will not bind the town 
into an agreement to create a new center 
at Williams Hall. 

Whether the existing opposition to leas- 
ing Williams Hall will discourage seniors 
from pursuing the option remains to be 
seen. Besides Becker and Downs, Larry 
Larsen has said he will not support a lease 
or lease-purchase option unless the lease 
is for a minimum of 99 years. 

“We'll have to see what they decide at 
the next building committee meeting,” 
says Council on Aging Director Jeanne 
Madden. “If the seniors are funding it ... I 
think they have the right to pursue all the 
options and look at all the options. A lease 
option might be the best option but they 
have no way of knowing that until they 
look into it.”

Artwork adorns some downtown store 
windows this week, a sure sign that the 
24th annual Art in the Park is upon us. 

More than 120 artists from the Northeast 
will gather in The Park in downtown 
Andover this Saturday, Sept. 19, from 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. to exhibit and sell their work. 

Cash prizes will be awarded to the pieces 
judged best in their media.

The Merrimack Valley will soon 
host what is believed to be its first 
world-class European symphony per- 
formance this December.

changed again this week with the open- 
ing of the French bistro Cassis, operat- 
ed by husband-and-wife team David 
and Michelle Rossetto. 

But change is not unusual to this, 
one of the busier side streets off Main 
Street, just off Elm Square. 

Paul Salafia, who until 1996 owned 
the block of buildings numbering 10-16, 
that include Pottery Potentials, Kinder 
Clothes, the pizza shop My Brother’s 
Place and Cassis, has seen most of those 
changes first-hand. 

Salafia, owner of Advertising Man- 
agement Services Inc. and also a mem- 
ber of the Andover Planning Board, 
says when he bought the buildings in 
the 1980s, two of them had a second 
story, while the middle one, above My 
Brother’s Place, didn’t. “It looked sort of 
like a ‘U’,” he says. He added a second 
story to the middle building, and moved 
his agency up there. The first tenant in 
the space now occupied by Cassis was 
Petro’s Seafood Deli, for about six years, 
followed by the Italian eatery Cafe 
LaFortuna, which left earlier this year. 

“My Brother’s Place has been in 
there since I owned it,” he recalls, “but 
the other two little shops have changed 
hands numerous times. There was a 
guitar studio, a skateboard shop, The 
Mouse Trap and the Andover Gift Shop. 

Across the street, where Carriage 
House Photography is now, Salafia 
recalls a furniture shop and an ice 
cream shop, while another space had 
several gift shops and an antique shop. 

“It’s a great place for beginnings,” he 
says. 

For the Rossettos, this is a brand-new 
venture, even though both have consid- 


erable experience in the restaurant 
business. 

Michelle, an American originally 
from New Hampshire, met her hus- 
band, a native of France, when both 
were working in that country. 

David did most of his training in the 
south of France, “so the food he’s doing 
reflects that,” she says. 

The two worked in France for a num- 
ber of years, and then came to New 
York City, where David was a chef at 
Madison Avenue restaurants including 
Cafe Des Artistes and La Goulue. Closer 
to Andover, he worked at the Julien 
Restaurant in the Meridian Hotel, and 
at the Euno restaurant in the North 
End. 

They decided to open in Andover 
“because we wanted a small town with 
a clientele that was interested and

somewhat affluent,” she says, adding 
“and it also had no French restaurant. 
We want to make this very small and 
charming, similar to a Parisian bistro.” 

Cassis will be open only for dinners 
to start, from Tuesday through Satur- 
day. The space will accommodate only 
32 diners, “so we’re going to take reser- 
vations,” Michelle says. 

Just a few steps closer to Main 
Street, Pottery Potentials has been open 
since June, operated by Casey Leber, a 
“wife and mom” who is also an R.N. 
with experience in the military reserve 
and at area hospitals and doctors’ 
offices. 

What made her switch careers? 

“I've always been interested, but 
never really felt that I could do any- 
thing artistic,” she says, “but a little 
over a year ago I went to North Caroli- 
na to visit friends, and went into a stu- 
dio like this. My children and I did 
something, we felt very good about it 
and had a wonderful time.” 

This is not, she points out, a studio 
where pottery is “thrown” on a wheel. 
The pieces are preformed, and include 
everything from mugs to cups, plates, 
platters, teapots, jewelry boxes, frames 
and vases. The customer paints, sten- 
cils, stamps or otherwise decorates the 
piece. 

“You don’t need to be super-artistic 
to create something functional and 
usable,” she says. 

“There are a lot of different tools to 
use, it’s very simple, and people have a 
wonderful time. It’s very social and 
relaxing.” 

Besides the price of the individual 
piece, there is a $6-per-hour painting 
fee, but that covers paints and other 
materials, plus glazing and firing. A 
piece is generally ready in five to seven 
days.

7 egg yolks 

Confectioners’ sugar for dusting

1. Preheat the oven to 350°F. Lightly 
butter a 9-inch round cake pan that has 
been lined with waxed or parchment 
paper. Dust lightly with flour. 


2. In a food processor, process 
together the hazelnuts and sugar, until 
the nuts are finely ground. Add the 
butter and process again. Add the cake 
flour, baking powder and salt and 
process until blended. With the food 
processor running, add the egg yolks 
one at a time, making sure that each 
one is blended before the next one is 
added. The batter will be very thick. 


3. Spread the batter evenly in the 
prepared cake pan. Tap the pan lightly 
to remove any air bubbles. Bake for 30 
to 35 minutes or until a wooden 
toothpick comes out clean. 


4. Cool the cake on a rack for 10 
minutes. Loosen the cake by running a 
knife around the rim of the pan. Invert 
the cake, remove the pan and the 
waxed paper. Invert the cake again 
onto the rack and cool completely. Dust 
the top with confectioners’ sugar just 
before serving.

© treasure from the past 


he 1640 Hart House was built 20 
years after the pilgrims landed 
and just seven years after the 
town of Ipswich was founded. It stands 
today as a great tribute to a simple 
tanner named Thomas Hart. Being not 
of nobility but of courage and fortitude, 
he built his home of five levels on one 
and a half stories in replica of the 
homes he new back in Sussex England. 
The original house still looks the same 
today. Mr. Hart not only served a need 
to the community in his business but 
was noted to be one of the first 
selectmen.

mented that vegetarianism is becoming more and 


more mainstream and that a successful 
restaurant must recognize this demand and 
incorporate appropriate dishes into the 
restaurant’s menu. 


At Palmers Restaurant and Tavern Owner/Chef John P. Ingalls, III, left, 
and Sous Chef Bob Camilli always serve a vegetarian appetizer and 


entree. 


Owner/Chef John P. Ingalls, III of Palmers 
Restaurant & Tavern on Elm Street always 
features a vegetarian appetizer and entree on his 
menu. “Presently, those looking for a meat-free 
dish will enjoy my summer portobello mushroom 
‘steak’ and vegetables,” said Chef Ingalls. The 
mushroom ‘steak”’ is marinated and grilled with 
lightly sauteed vegetables with a drizzle of truffle 
oil served over barley, leeks and tomatoes. As the 
seasons change, so does the menu and what 
produce is fresh and available. Chef Ingalls 
commented, “As we transition into fall, I will be 
serving more foods like stuffed cabbages and 
stuffed squashes, and using more root

vegetables.” Chef Ingalls is assisted by his sous 
chef Bob Camilli. Together they create an 
appetizer called mushroom bruschetta, which is 
grilled bread topped with a ragout of wild 
mushrooms. The kitchen always has a 
vegetarian-based soup for those wishing to avoid 
traditional beef or chicken stock soup. Chef 
Ingalls plans on

brunch starting the 
end of October. He 
said that his guests 
interested in his 
vegetarian 
creations should be 
assured that their 
special requests 
will be 
accommodated. 


Andover 
welcomes 
newcomer Cassis, a 
bistro Francais 
making its debut in 
mid-September at 
Post Office Avenue. 
Proprietors 
Michelle and Chef 
David Rossetto will 
feature French 
Provencal cooking, 
which traditionally 
uses many fresh 
vegetables and 
herbs. “Look for homemade wild mushrooms 
ravioli with sauteed spinach pesto broth and 
fresh parmesan on the menu,” said Chef David. 
He also said that leeks are very popular in 
Provencal cooking and he has created a leek 
terrine with truffle of vinaigrette, roasted beets 
and fried leeks. For an appetizer, the menu 
features a goat cheese tartelette with olive 
tapenade and basil. “Vegetarian cooking is 
becoming more and more popular and is expected 
in upscale restaurants. My menu features several 
items quite suited for those desiring a meat-free 
meal and I will always welcome the challenge to 
prepare something else,” said Chef David.
